The good Book says we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood (weak ele- 
ments so we would have an even 
break) but against wicked spirits in 
high places.

Nearly eight years ago, God, foi 
Christ’s sake, saved me from a life 
of wretchedness caused from sin.

LOOKING FORWARD 


“Who hath despised the day of 
small things.” If we do look back, let 
us pray, “God, give us precious mem- 
ories of the hard-fought battles in the 
bygone days”; and as we look forward 
let us pray, “God, give us sufficient 
grace and power to carry on the fight 
which will be greater and harder.” 

The Church of God has fought a 
winning battle. The fight has been 
hard and many times discouraging, 
but always in her ranks there has 
been found among both the ministry 
and laity, men and women who would 
fight and not give up. When I look 
back and think of the many little 
churches composed of a few poor, 
hard-working people who love God, 
and think of some of their battles and 
how they would not become discour- 
aged and take “no” for an answer, I 
feel like saying, “Thank God for the 
faithful few who fought.” 

Some of our greatest churches, with 
their large brick buildings and well- 
furnished parsonages, with plenty of 
money, were once a little handful of 
members pushed back into the alley 
or out to some isolated section of the 
suburbs of the town, worshipping in 
some old dilapidated building. Re- 
cently, I visited one of our great 
churches and preached to more peo- 
ple than attended one of our General 
Assemblies not so many years ago. An 
aged sister, who was a charter mem- 
ber of that church, told the story of 
how they struggled to pay for an old 
building they had, and how happy 
they were when they finally raised 
enough money to pay the old debt, 
which could now be raised in a prayer 
meeting in the same church. 

Sometimes we talk about getting 
back to where we once were, but, real- 
ly, I do not think that is what we 
want, and I doubt very seriously that 
we had any more religion twenty or 
thirty years ago than we have now. 
I do not think you have to worship in 
an old shabby, dilapidated building 
and cry hard-luck stories to have good 
religion, nor do I believe the man who 
cares nothing for his personal appear- 
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ance and who walks slow and talks 
low is more humble than the man who 
is not lazy, but dresses up and peps up 
his step and puts some force behind 
what he has to say. 


The Church of God has come out 
from obscurity and isolation, to de- 
clare her position in the world. We 
always had a great deal of boldness 
and confidence. Sometimes we might 
have demonstrated more zeal than we 
displayed knowledge, but we have been 
an honest, sincere, and hard-working 
band of people. We have moved to the 
front, and today the Church of God 
literature rolls through the modern 
machinery of the Publishing House in 
great quantities, and this last day 
message is being preached on many 
of America’s broadcasting stations and 
declared from thousands of pulpits. 

Every month the state overseers 
make reports to the office of the Gen- 
eral Overseer of the number of ser- 
mons preached by the Church of God 
ministers in their respective states, 
the number saved, sanctified, and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, the 
number added to the Church, and oth- 
er interesting features of the work. It 
might be interesting to you to know 
that during the months of September, 
October, and November our preachers 
reported 56,465 sermons preached, 
10,315 people saved, and 3,332 added 
to the Church of God. Since the first 
of September, there have been forty 
new churches set in order and 106 
new preachers licensed in the Church 
to preach the gospel. 

The above is a fine report, but there 
is a sad feature when you know the 
whole story. Ten thousand is a great 
many people to become Christians in 
a period of three months, and 3,332 
is a very handsome number added to 
the Church in the same period, but 
when you subtract the number added 
to the Church from the number con- 
verted, you have 6,983 people that 
were saved who did not join the 
Church. My dear Brother Co-worker, 
that number is too great. It looks as if 
we are not.making much effort to get 
people into the Church. The Church 


of God is a place of refuge for the 
righteous. There is a powerful influ- 
ence around every member that often 
protects him in the hour of tempta- 
tion. Therefore, when we influence 
one to become a member, we have 
done a good work. When we get peo- 
ple saved, we should invite them to 
come into the Church. Preaching and 
praying for people to become Chris- 
tians, and then satisfied to let them 
live outside of the Church, reminds 
me of a fisherman who threw his 
fish down on the bank and let them 
flounce back into the water. A good 
fisherman strings them. 

Another feature about membership 
that I feel should be discussed here, is, 
during the three months’ period men- 
tioned above we received 3,332 mem- 
bers, but had a net gain of only 923 
members, which means that we lost 
2,409 members during the _ three 
months. This included deaths and 
those disfellowshipped. Those that 
died made a very small percentage, 
which means that we have turned out 
a very great number. The above 
figures refer only to our work in the 
United States. 


I do not believe in keeping sinners 
in the Church, and I have often been 
asked, “What will you do with people 
who go into open sin?” My answer is, 
“Appeal to them in prayer and love, 
and get them to repent and save them 
for God and the Church if possible. 
But when you are convinced they will 
not do right, disfellowship them from 
the Church.” Where I feel that we are 
failing is in allowing our members to 
get into such a desperate condition 
before an effort is made to redeem 
them. It is certainly a bad policy for 
a pastor to allow his members to stay 
out of church, become disinterested in 
the Lord’s work, and do things that 
are wrong, without making an effort 
to save them. A true pastor, who lives 
near the hearts of his flock, will im- 
mediately detect something wrong in 
those who begin to lose interest, and 
that is the time to go after them.

Methods of Prayer 

1. We may pray with the under- 
standing (1 Cor.

Text, St. John 16:7, “Nevertheless I 
tell you the truth; It is expedient for 
you that I go away: for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come un- 
to you.” 

Christ had His Church in mind 
when He was talking to His disciples, 
and was conveying to them the best 
for them. He knew for their good and 
the progress of their work it was im- 
portant for them to have a power in 
their lives that was superior to that 
of the powers of this world. 

Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high.” 

He knew that they were going to 
face a cold-hearted world and He 
wanted them to have something to 
offer that was of life and worth while 
for men to seek. 

St. John 7:37-39, “In the last day, 
that great day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink. He 
that believeth on me, as the scripture 
hath said, out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water. (But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that be- 
lieve on him should receive: for the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jesus was not yet glorified.) ” 

He did not want them to be dry and 
formal. 

St. John 4:14, “But whosoever drink- 
eth of the water that I shall give him 
shall never thirst; but the water that I 
shall give him shall be in him a well 
of water springing up into everlast- 
ing LIFE.” 

So we see that our Lord meant for 
His followers to have a source of pow- 
er in their lives, to the extent that it 
would quench their thirst, and on the 
day of Pentecost He filled them with 
this blessing. Thousands of people 
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came running together and heard a 
major sermon delivered by Peter, and 
about three thousand souls were add- 
ed unto them. Oh, it is the Spirit- 
filled man preaching that makes men 
thirst for Christ. This one hundred 
and twenty preachers and Christian 
workers filled that city and the hill- 
side with the doctrine of Jesus Christ, 
and that holy flame is burning in the 
hearts of His people today. Do you feel 
it now? Persecution did not stop it. 
Money did not, so the Church marches 
on with its message of Pentecostal 
blessings. 


We find from the reading of our 
Lord’s gospel recorded by St. John, 
that when He, THE HOLY GHOST, 
comes, He will reprove the world of 
sin; that He will guide you, His people, 
His Church, into all truth; that He 
will glorify Christ, etc. God’s power is 
given to us for service, to live right, 
to preach the Word, to sing, to send 
the gospel, to CARRY the gospel of 
Jesus Christ around the world. The 
command is to go. When our Lord led 
His disciples as far as Bethany, He 
lifted up His hands and blessed them, 
with the command to wait in Jerusa- 
lem until they were endued with pow- 
er from on high, and then go into the 
whole world and preach the gospel. 
When our witnessing for Christ ceases 
to be effective, it will be when it is not 
accompanied with the Holy Ghost. 


If it was important for the early 
Church, it must be for us today. If 
Peter, James, and John needed this 
blessing to enable them to preach the 
Word, don’t you think that men need 
it in this dark hour? Let’s ask the 
apostle Peter if this blessing is for us 
today. In Acts 2:17 I heard him say, 
“And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh.” That sounds 
like he meant YOU and ME and ALL, 
whosoever will obey Him. We may 
learn to get by without some things, 
but we will never be able to fill the 
mission in this world that Christ 
wants us to fill, without the Holy 
Ghost. Those early Christians were 
accused of being drunk, but the Holy 
Ghost was upon them. Do you have 
the experience today? Do you have 
that running-over spell once in a 
while? or have you cooled off, as hun- 
dreds of others have? Some people 
seem to think we don’t need the man- 
ifesting power of the Spirit today, but 
they are those who don’t live close 
enough to God to feel the working 
power of the Holy Ghost. Christ was 


interested in our having this power. 
He knew what kind of spirits we 
would meet in the world, therefore 
He has given us of His Spirit, and 
He said, “Greater is he that is in 
you than he that is in the world.” 
He knew we would have sorrow 
but He said, “Your sorrow will 
be turned into joy.” He knew that we 
would live in a world where there 
would be hate, but He said the love of 
God is shed abroad in our hearts by 
the Holy Ghost.

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“ohe Divine (Word of God 


CLARENCE A. JOHNSON 


The design of this gospel, to set 
forth the divinity of our Lord, is in- 
dicated by the opening statement that 
the Word is God, that it is Trinity and 
not tritheism, that the deity of Christ 
is here distinctly declared cannot be 
disputed. The same truth was declared 
by Christ and He permitted others to 
do so. If He had known Himself other 
than divine He would have corrected 
others who invested ‘Him with that 
character. In support of the divinity 
of Christ John records seven great 
miracles—water turned into wine, 
healing the nobleman’s son at a dis- 
tance, feeding the five thousand, 
walking on the water, healing the 
man born blind, raising Lazarus to 
life, the draught of fishes. After the 
resurrection Matthew and Mark make 
use of the walking on the water and 
all four record the feeding of the five 
thousand. The other five are recorded 
by John alone. Healing the noble- 
man’s son at a distance and raising 
Lazarus to life after he had been dead 
four days were most unusual and gave 
His divinity an outstanding charac- 
ter. As His opening words announce 
the divinity of the Word, so the clos- 
ing words of the gospel establish this 
great truth as the basis of truth and 
faith. In other words, that faith is 
groundless if Jesus Christ is not the 
Son of God. 


This gospel meets the spiritual needs 
of the soul, whether Jew or Gentile. 
To this end John gives the great dis- 
courses on the new birth, Christ the 
water of life, the light of the world, 
the way, the truth, the life, the vine, 
the resurrection, and the life. Thus 
the divinity of our Lord appears in 
His words as well as in His works. It 
is in these great discourses that the 
deeper spiritual relation of Christ to 
His Church appears. These profound 
truths are not expressed in a para- 
bolic form. The reader has noted by 
the outline and has probably noticed 
the fact in reading the gospels that 
John does not record any of the para- 
bles of the other gospels and that none 
of its statements take the parabolic 
form. He uses figures of speech and 
illustrations, but not parables in the 
proper sense of the word. John says 
it was about the sixth hour (19:14), 
while Mark places the time at about 
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the third hour (15:25). This creates 
confusion as there is a difference of 
three hours. Some account for dis- 
crepancy by supposing that John used 
a different mode of reckoning and 
counted the time from midnight. 
That is very improbable as the Jews 
reckoned the twelve hours of the day 
—as apart from the night—from sun- 
rise to sunset. The discrepancy can be 
explained in a more simple, obvious 
manner when we recall that in ancient 
manuscripts numbers were expressed 
by letters. We can see how it would 
be easy for the copyist to write one 
for another and especially so when the 
two characters are almost alike. Euse- 
bius—in the fourth century—gave 
this as the explanation and that John 
wrote the third hour and not the sixth. 
It is also a fact that the reading “the 
third hour” is found in seven of the 
best MSS, while in Eusebius it was so 
written in the autograph. ' 


To whom did Jesus first appear aft- 
er the resurrection? Mark states that 
He appeared first to Mary Magdalene, 
whereas from Matthew’s statement 
we would infer to the other women. 
The women were Mary Magdalene, 
Mary the mother of James and Moses, 
Janna, Salome, and others. They were 
amazed to find that the stone was 
rolled away and that the tomb was 
empty. At this point Mary left to tell 
Peter and John. While she was gone 
angels announced to the other women 
that He was risen and directed them 
to make known the fact to others. 
While on their way Jesus met them. 
Mary must not have had but a short 
distance to go to reach Peter and 
John. It might have taken much 
greater time to reach the others so 
that Mary could have returned to the 
sepulchre shortly after the other wom- 
en left. Thus it was possible for Jesus 
to have appeared first to Mary Mag- 
dalene when she returned to the tomb, 
and afterwards to the other women 
while on their way to make their an- 
nouncement. Some interpreters ex- 
plain the difficulty by assuming that 
Mark’s statement that He appeared 
first to Mary Magdalene signifies the 
first of the three appearances record- 
ed by him in either case. There need 
be no discrepancy as seen from the 
explanation made. The words “touch 








me not; for I am not yet ascended to 
my Father,” St. John 20:17, have been 
confusing, since Jesus allowed others 
to touch Him and invited Thomas and 
others to place their hands upon Him. 
The following explanation simplifies 
the statement. Their former relations 
of tender companionship and relations 
for the future are to be of a higher and 
more spiritual nature in spirit. He 
will hereafter be even nearer to them, 
but not of the same nature as His 
former intercourse.

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MY TRIP TO THENI 
(Tamil Field, South India) 
By T. M. Vereghese, Field Secretary 


Praise the Lord for the door opened 
in some of the villages in the Madura 
district. At present our worker, Broth- 
er M. S. Joseph, is stationed at Theni, 
which is about fifty-six miles north- 
west of Madura. Theni is one of the 
industrial towns of that district. No 
Christian work is being carried on 
there except at a Roman Catholic 
church recently started by a Spanish 
priest. When one sees the mass of 
Hindus living without God in this 
realm of darkness, one feels the neces- 
sity for a real work for the Lord. 
Moreover, the numerous temples in 
this town throw a satanic spirit all 
around. 

Some years ago a denominational 
mission started a work in these parts, 
but that has gone from formalism to 
death, leaving a few so-called Chris- 
tians whose lives are worse than the 
heathen. There are great opportuni- 
ties for work in the villages around 
Theni and Brother Joseph has taken 
up work in five such, which might be 
called towns. 

One and a half miles from Theni is 
the town of Adipatti in which live 
two Christian families who were very 
anxious to hear the Word of God. The 
Hindus are also anxious to hear the 
Word, so at their request he is holding 
meetings there Wednesday nights. A 
teacher and his wife have also become 
interested and are desirous to go on 
with the Lord. 

In the town of Kodankapatti, which 
is four and one half miles from Theni, 
there are 2,000 families. Here there is 
a church built by the mission working 
there before, but since the work has 
ceased no meetings are being held in 
it. The present teacher of this mission 
received Brother Joseph kindly and 
allowed him to hold a meeting in the 
building which they use as a day 
school. Over a hundred of the villag- 
ers turned out. Brother Joseph’s mes- 
sage about the cross of Calvary creat- 
ed a desire in the people to hear more, 
so he arranged meetings for Thurs- 
day and Sunday afternoons. You will

be glad to know that this teacher and 
his wife have been brought back to 
the Lord and want to be baptized in 
water. 

On Tuesday nights Joseph visits 
another town called Arapady Deva- 
patti which is also four and a half 
miles from Theni. 

Rosandpatti is twelve miles from 
Theni and some time ago Brother 
Joseph visited this town while he was 
working in Watrap, one of our sta- 
tions in the Ramnad district, about 
forty miles south of Theni, and has 
been praying about doing further 
work there. In Rosandpatti the 
Church of God has now three families. 
One sister recently received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit and has the 
gift of prophecy. One day, while the 
believers were praying, a nominal 
Christian young man, who had been 
hindering the work, made more trou- 
ble. This sister, in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, rebuked the works of the 
devil and, afterwards, she told the 
man that he would not hinder the 
work of the Lord in the future any- 
more. About two weeks later, the man 
died of cholera and this caused a 
great fear among the people of the 
town. Now, more are coming for the 
meetings. At Rosandpatti they have 
Saturday night and Sunday meetings. 

We are greatly in need of consecrat- 
ed workers for this district, Brother 
Joseph being the only one there at 
present. A missionary and family is 
also required to have charge over the 
whole district. In the towns of Bodi- 
naikanur and Cumbom a Pentecostal 
work was started some years ago, but 
it has failed and there is a call to go 
to these places. 

Parts of a letter from Brother 
Joseph: 

Theni 

“A Hindu woman was suffering 
very much. Her husband is a so-called 
Christian who has attended our meet- 
ings. As this woman was suffering 
with high fever and pain all over her 
body, it was decided to take her to the 
hospital. At that time, we came to the 
village and the husband told us of 
this. We promised them that if they 
fully believed in the Lord, He would 
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heal her. We called the other mem- 
bers of the family, who are Hindus, 
told them about the Lord, and read 
about healing for the body from the 
fifth chapter of James; afterward, we 
anointed the woman in the name of 
the Lord and prayed for her. Praise 
His name! She was completely healed 
then. Her name is Lakshmi. This has 
caused other Hindus to believe on the 
Lord, also.
